The  town  voted  that  the  Selectmen  keep  a  separate 
account  of  repairs  and  parts  for  the  payloader,  and  publish 
same  in  the  Town  Report.

It  was  decided  last  year  not  to  conduct  a  membership 
drive  as  in  previous  years,  but  donations  are  always  wel- 
come. As  the  Association  must  have  members  in  order  to  do 
business  and  since  a  major  part  of  its  income  is  contributed 
by  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  the  by-laws  were  amended  at 
the  1962  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  to  read:  "Every 
legal  voter  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown  shall  be  a  member  of 
this  association." 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  is  held  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  July. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  July  1,  1961  -  June  30,  1962,  the 
nurse  made  fewer  calls,  resulting  in  greatly  reduced  income 
from  this  source.  Much  of  this  was  in  the  form  of  reim- 
bursement from  the  State,  for  calls  on  persons  receiving 
aid.  This  situation  has  continued  during  the  first  half  of 
the  present  fiscal  year.  This  is  due,  principally,  to  the  absence 
of  chronic  cases,  requiring  frequent  regular  calls,  such  as 
there  were  previously. 

It  also  appears  that,  in  spite  of  a  reasonable  amount  of 
publicity,  there  are  residents  of  the  town  who  are  not  aware 
of  the  fact  that  this  service  is  available. 

To  contact  Mrs.  Ruth  Sanderson,  the  visiting  nurse,  call 
Kendall's  Pharmacy  or  the  Town  Hall,  forenoons,  Monday 
through  FViday.  If  she  is  out  on  calls,  the  staff  at  Kendall's 
will  take  the  message.  To  anyone  not  acquainted  with  the 
visiting  nurse  service,  Mrs.  Sanderson  will  be  glad  to  explain 
how  it  can  be  helpful. 

The  Association  has  recently  received  a  gift  of  sick- 
room equipment. 

Our  thanks  to  all  who  are  helping  to  make  this  health 
service  available  to  the  people  of  Charlestown.

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Superintendent's  Recommendations 

Your  Superintendent  would  like  to  make  several  sug- 
gestions for  the  consideration  of  the  citizens  of  Charlestown, 
as  steps  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  our  school  system  and 
the  quality  of  instruction.  It  is  hoped  that  these  recommen- 
dations will  be  given  serious  consideration  in  the  near  future. 

1.  That  space  be  provided  for  a  special  remedial  class 
at  the  Junior  High  Level.  This  would  enable  us  to  give 
special  attention  to  those  pupils  who  need  more  basic  instruc- 
tion before  entering  the  High  School  Grades. 

2.  That  an  additional  classroom  be  built  within  the 
High  School  Building  to  take  care  of  the  increase  in  enroll- 
ment expected  next  fall. 

3.  That  an  additional  teacher  be  added  to  the  High 
School  Staff  to  provide  an  appropriate  pupil-teacher  ratio 
for  a  school  enrollment  which  is  expected  to  increase  to  318 
pupils. 

4.  That  the  position  of  High  School  Principal  be  made 
a  full  time  Supervisory  Assignment.  By  relieving  the 
principal  from  classroom  teaching,  he  can  more  effectively 
administer  the  school  and  supervise  his  staff. 

5.  That  we  include  in  our  courses  of  study  a  credit 
course  in  the  field  of  Graphic  Arts.  The  addition  of  this  offer 
will  enable  us  to  meet  full  requirements  for  approval  as  a 
Comprehensive  High  School. 

6.  That  we  re-examine  our  present  position  in  the  light 
of  the  need  for  more  adequate  facilities  for  our  elementary 
school  children. 

7.  That  we  survey  carefully  our  present  High  School 
situation,  and  definitely  determine  what  interest  we  may 
have  in  the  possibilities  of  a  Cooperative  High  School,  as  a 
long-range  course  of  action. 

Maintenance  and  Building  Improvements 

The  maintenance  program  in  the  schools  has  been 
capably  cared  for  by  the  Custodians  in  the  several  buildings. 
We  commend  Walter  Arnold  for  his  excellent  work  as 
Janitor  of  the  Holden  School.  We  also  appreciate  the  good 
work  of  Robert  Joslin  in  his  first  year  as  Head  Janitor  at 
the  High  School.   He  has  been  assisted  by  Mr.  Willard  and 
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Richard  Westney  as  part-time  custodians.  George  Sawyer 
has  been  employed  in  a  similar  position  at  the  Farwell 
School.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Pnncipal  of 
Chartestown  High  School,  I  shall  attempt  to  summarize  some 
of  the  important  developments  that  have  taken  place  in  our 
curriculum  and  activities  program  for  the  1962-1963  aca- 
demic year. 

English  Department 

Mrs.  Monetta  Baldwin  attended  the  Institute  for 
Teachers  of  English,  held  at  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  the  Summer,  1962.  The  purpose  of  this  institute  was 
an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  instruction  and  the  intro- 
duction of  new  methods  in  teaching  grammer,  linguistics, 
and  expository  writing. 

Dr.  Lewis  Goffe  of  the  English  Department  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  to  aid  participants  at  the 
institute  in  adapting  of  what  had  been  learned  to  their  own 
classes,  has  made  several  visits  to  the  high  school.  He  has 
met  with  the  high  school  faculty  and  has  been  a  guest 
speaker  at  the  Mother's  Club.  He  is  available  as  a  consultant 
to  the  English  Department  whenever  any  problem  arises. 

Dramatics  is  considered  by  the  English  Department  as 
important  extra-curricular  activity.  Students  learn  express- 
ion, voice  control,  and  cooperation  with  others,  and  they 
gain  a  knowledge  of  an  excellent  form  of  writing  through 
their  participation  in  the  production  of  a  play.  It  also  offers 
to  the  student  who  is  not  an  athlete  an  opportunity  to 
achieve  honor  for  himself  and  his  school.  Last  year's  suc- 
cesses were  proof  of  this. 

In  the  one-act  play  contest  in  April  among  the  high 
schools  of  Alstead,  Walpole,  and  Charlestown,  Charlestown 
High  School  won  two  awards  -  the  best  actress  award,  which 
was  shared  by  Sharon  Ball  and  Penelope  Fish ;  and  the  best 
play  award  for  "Truth  is  for  the  Birds".  Since  the  Charles- 
town High  School  players  had  won  the  best  play  award  three 
times,  they  gained  permanent  possession  of  the  trophy,  the 
first  time  they  had  ever  been  able  to  accomplish  this. 

Also,  for  the  first  time,  Charlestown  High  School  was 
represented  at  the  Small  School  Drama  Festival  at  Durham 
on  February  2nd,  by  Sharon  Ball,  Stephen  Cilley,  and  Leon- 
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ard  Hause  in  the  one-act  play  "Heat  Lightning".  The  play- 
placed  third  among  twelve  participants  and  all  star  cast.  The 
cast  of  "Heat  Lightning"  had  previously  been  selected  as 
the  winner  at  the  one-act  play  contest  held  among  the  four 
high  school  classes  at  Charlestown  High  School. 

Many  new  books  have  been  added  to  the  High  School 
Library,  especially  reference  material  for  the  history 
courses.  More  student  dictionaries  and  a  new  unabridged 
dictionery  are  needed.  Lists  of  books  desired  by  the  teachers 
of  all  courses  have  been  sent  to  the  superintendent's  office. 
These  books  are  being  purchased  so  that  the  school  Ubrary 
will  be  better  equipped  to  serve  students  from  all  courses. 

Mathematics  Department 

Mrs.  Daisy  Hronek  had  the  honor  of  being  chosen  to 
attend  the  seven  week  Summer  Institute  in  Mathematics  at 
the  University  of  Vermont,  Burlington,  Vermont,  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  National  Science  and  Mathematics  Founda- 
tion. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  eighth  grade  students 
were  given  a  course  in  Algebra  1.  It  has  proved  to  be  very 
satisfactory  and  when  these  students  are  in  the  twelfth 
grade  they  will  have  the  opportunity  of  taking  an  enrichment 
course  in  eight  Elementary  Functions,  Probability  and 
Statistics  or  Calculus. 

The  annual  National  Mathematics  Contest  was  held  in 
March  and  William  Highter  was  high  scorer  for  the  school. 
About  twenty  Juniors  and  Seniors  participated  in  the  con- 
test. 

Science  Department 

The  science  department  feels  that  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  past  year  toward  improving  the  calibre  of 
its  courses.  Such  progress  is  attributed  to  the  use  of  more 
varied  equipment  and  the  increasing  interest  in  science  and 
its  effect  on  our  lives. 

It  is  planned  to  hold  the  second  science  fair  this  year. 
We  were  pleased  with  the  effort  exhibited  by  the  science 
students  last  year  and  the  encouragement  they  received 
from  parents  and  friends. 

Our  need  for  reference  material  in  the  scientific  field  is 
pressing  and  it  is  our  expectation  that  some  of  this  need 
will  be  met  before  the  year's  end  with  the  aid  of  N.D.A. 
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funds.  It  is  hoped  that  further  equipment  necessary  to 
balance  our  program  will  be  forthcoming  with  assistance 
from  these  funds.  More  shelf  room  has  been  provided  in 
our  laboratory  closets  to  care  for  such  expansion. 

Home  Economics  Department 

Through  our  Home  Economics  Class  we  aim  to  develop 
abilities  needed  for  democratic  family  living  and  to  help 
people  live  better  in  the  homes  they  have,  with  what  they 
have. 

In  order  to  make  equipment  available  to  the  increasing 
number  of  girls  a  new  Singer  Slant-o-matic  machine  was 
added  in  September.  For  greater  efficiency,  small  kitchen 
utensils  were  added  to  the  kitchens  and  the  refrigerator  has 
been  replaced. 

Our  active  Future  Homemakers  of  America  Club  was 
host  to  the  spring  convention  of  F.H.A.  of  New  Hampshire. 
Pamela  Curtis,  State  President  1961-62  lead  the  group  of  270 
girls  from  all  over  the  State.  Pamela  also  received  the  1962 
Crisco  award  for  being  the  outstanding  homemaker  student 
of  the  year  in  our  school.  In  October  the  F.H.A.  took  part  in 
the  program  of  our  fall  convention  held  at  Keene  Teachers 
College,  At  this  time  the  theme  "Strengthening  My  Educa- 
tion for  Future  Roles  -  Stay  in  School"  was  discussed  for 
our  year's  program.  We  plan  to  attend  the  spring  convention 
at  Portsmouth.  In  December  we  attended  the  State  Home 
Furnishing  Exhibit  and  made  a  tour  of  Hopkins  Center 
Dartmouth  College. 

Music  Department 

A  new  series  of  text  books  have  been  introduced  in  the 
eighth  grade  general  music  classes.  Other  new  equipment 
includes  a  baritone  horn,  trombone  and  new  music  stands  for 
the  high  school  and  junior  high  school  bands. 

This  year  has  also  seen  gains  other  than  new  equip- 
ment. The  musicianship  in  the  high  school  band  and  chorus 
has  improved  greatly.  This  can  be  seen  in  the  many  events 
the  band  has  participated  in  so  far  this  year.  Som.e  of  the 
events  included  a  Fire  Prevention  Parade  in  Bellows  Falls, 
School  Fair  Parade  in  Walpole,  School  Fair  Parade  in  Al- 
stead,  and  the  High  School  Band  Day  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire. 
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Industrial  Arts 

We  are  stressing  woodworking  and  metal  working  at 
the  present  time.  Mechanical  drawing  is  taught  to  the  ex- 
tent that  students  can  draw  working  drawings  of  their  own 
projects  and  read  prints  and  drawings  for  constructional 
purposes. 

For  the  school  year  1963-64  we  are  hoping  to  enlarge 
the  curriculum  in  metals  so  that  the  students  will  acquire 
somie  training  in  electric  arc  welding  in  addition  to  the 
oxyacetylene  welding. 

With  the  possibility  of  the  addition  of  a  new  wood 
lathe  and  power  jig  saw,  we  expect  that  the  woodworking 
section  will  be  greatly  improved;  and  more  students  will 
be  able  to  develop  some  skill  in  the  use  of  these  machines. 

Physical  Education  Department 

Once  again  the  students  of  the  Charlestown  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  have  been  given  the  physical  fitness  test 
recommended  by  the  Presidential  Council  on  Youth  Fitness. 
At  this  particular  time  the  majority  of  classes  have  shown 
marked  improvement  in  all  phases  of  the  test.  With  the 
expected  purchase  of  new  physical  education  equipment  this 
year,  it  should  aid  greatly  in  continued  improvement  in  this 
vital  area. 

The  athletic  field  again  has  proved  its  worth  to  the 
athletic  teams  of  soccer  and  base-ball.  The  soccer  team  aided 
by  the  use  of  a  suitable  practice  field  compiled  the  following 
records.  The  soccer  team  had  its  first  winning  season  with 
six  wins,  three  loses  and  three  ties.  The  number  of  partici- 
pating boys  increased  from  twelve  to  twenty-three.  This 
number  included  only  three  seniors,  so  the  outlook  for  the 
coming  year  points  to  further  improvement. 

The  base-ball  team  had  its  finest  year,  winning  eleven 
and  losing  one,  and  v/on  their  first  divisional  championship 
by  beating  Lebanon  3  to  1.  At  the  completion  of  their  season 
the  boys  enjoyed  a  trip  to  Boston  to  see  a  ball  game  as 
guests  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox. 

The  basket-ball  team  had  its  first  undefeated  team  in 
ten  years  to  qualify  once  again  for  state  honors,  only  to  lose 
to  Somersworth  in  the  quarter  finals. 
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The  athletic  field  has  added  several  features  this  year 
that  will  add  much  to  both  spectator  and  players.  The 
soccer  goals  are  now  equipped  with  restrain  nets  making  it 
far  easier  for  player,  officials  and  spectators  to  see  the  goals 
scored. 

The  base-ball  field  is  now  completely  enclosed  by  a 
fence,  which  serves  as  the  restraining  fence  for  both  high 
school  and  little  league  diamonds.  This  adds  tremendous 
interest  to  the  game.  Permanent  benches  at  the  high  school 
diamond  and  the  installation  of  a  much  needed  water  foun- 
tain and  tap  outlet  are  among  the  newer  additions  that  will 
prove  invaluable  in  the  coming  year. 

Social  Studies 

Charlestown  High  School  was  represented  at  Girl's 
State  by  Catherine  Palmer  and  Nancy  Weeks,  Class  of  1963. 

Our  Boy's  State  representative  was  James  Hogancamp, 
Class  of  1963. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Business  and  Professional  Wo- 
men's Club  and  the  V.F.W.  Auxiliary,  American  Legion 
for  their  making  these  representations  possible  through 
their  contributions. 

These  annual  meetings,  sponsored  by  the  American 
Legion,  give  our  young  people  an  opportunity  to  discuss 
with  other  high  school  juniors  from  various  parts  of  the 
state  the  problems  that  concern  them.  They  introduce, 
discuss,  and  vote  on  bills  that  are  of  particular  interest  to 
their  age  group. 

We  were  represented  at  the  Model  United  Nations  in 
1962  at  Plymouth  Teachers  College  by  two  seniors,  Caroline 
Morse  and  Larry  French.  The  two-day  trip  to  Plymouth  is 
sponsored  by  the  Charlestown  Rotary  Club  and  gives  the 
young  people  some  excellent  experience  in  the  detailed 
workings  of  the  United  Nations. 

The  Junior  Industrial  Management  Institute  at  the 
University  was  well  attended  this  year.  William  Highter, 
Durwood  Sargent,  Lawrence  French,  Arthur  Carter,  Gran- 
ville Fenderson,  Rebecca  Olden,  Carol  Bresee,  and  Nancy 
Bresee  were  selected  to  attend  the  all-day  meeting.  Lunch 
and  banquet  dinner  were  served  to  the  students  who  came 
from  all  over  the  state  to  learn  first-hand  some  of  the 
problems  faced  by  American  business  management.  Our 
local  business  concerns  sponsor  this  annual  trip  to  Durham. 
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Guidance 

Charlestown  High  School,  according  to  the  latest  state 
figures  ranks  25th  out  of  a  total  of  85  high  schools  in  the 
state  in  sending  graduates  on  to  college. 

In  this  year's  graduating  class,  four  students  are  at- 
tending the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  two  students 
are  attending  Keene  Teachers  College,  one  is  attending 
Husson  College,  one  is  attending  Notre  Dame,  and  one 
student  has  returned  for  Post  Graduate  study. 

Two  boys  and  seven  girls  are  furthering  their  education 
in  some  other  manner.  This  includes  junior  college,  nursing 
and  business. 

Six  boys  and  six  girls  are  employed.  One  boy  is  in  the 
Navy  and  three  girls  are  housewives.

Principal's  Report 

When  school  opened  in  September  of  1962  we  ex- 
perienced an  overload  of  first  grade  pupils.  To  solve  this,  the 
Kindergarten  was  moved  to  the  Odd  Fellows  Hall  and  a 
third  teacher  (Mrs.  Margret  LaFountain)  was  added  to  the 
faculty.  Twenty  first  graders  are  now  being  accommodated 
in  the  remodeled  Kindergarten  room.  From  existing  data 
we  will  expect  a  normal  size  group  of  first  grade  pupils  for 
next  year  and  the  remodeled  room  will  then  be  used  for  a 
group  of  second  graders. 

School  opened  with  the  welcome  addition  of  new  play- 
ground equipment  in  the  form  of  a  set  of  swings,  tether-ball 
and  post,  and  a  new  slide  for  the  Stucco  playground.  This 
equipment  will  be  supplemented  by  balls,  bats,  etc.  to  be 
purchased  with  the  receipts  made  from  the  sale  of  school 
photographs  which  were  taken  this  year. 

This  is  our  first  full  year  of  having  a  motion  picture 
machine  expressly  for  our  use.  By  the  time  school  closes 
approximately  one  hundred  films  will  have  been  used  by 
the  school.  These  films  are  used  in  the  individual  rooms  in 
connection  with  specific  studies  pertaining  to  that  grade. 
These  are  a  very  welcome  addition  to  enriching  and  widening 
the  scope  of  the  present  curriculum. 

In  our  concern,  which  is  nationwide,  for  science,  math 
and  language  the  other  fields  of  study  are  often  over- 
shadowed. New  writing  materials  and  a  stricter  plan  for 
composition  work  have  been  introduced  this  year  as  part  of 
the  overall  plan  continuing  development  in  all  fields  of  study. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  prepared  one  hundred 
and  twelve  new  library  and  reference  books  have  been 
added  to  the  classrooms  this  year  through  the  efforts  of  the 
P.T.A.  This  brings  an  overall  total  of  five  hundred  and  fifty 
books  at  this  time.  It  is  impossible  to  over-emphasize  the 
value  these  books  have  to  our  school.  We  are  all  aware  of 
the  educational  values,  but  we  must  not  neglect  the  enter- 
tainment and  relaxation  value  that  is  so  important  to  our 
children. 
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I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
fine  support  received  by  the  school,  the  School  Board, 
Administration,  Teaching  Staff,  and  Service  Organizations 
of  the  town.

FARWELL  SCHOOL 

Principars  Report 

Our  emphasis  during  the  first  sem.ester  of  this  school 
year  has  been  on  Reading.  You  might  say  our  motto  is: 
Reading  Is  Our  Business.  When  we  discovered  (by  giving 
the  Reading  Readiness  Test  last  Spring)  that  the  first 
graders  were  ready  to  read,  in  September  they  started  to 
read.  By  February,  every  child  in  this  group  was  reading  a 
Primer  and  reading  it  well.  Our  second  objective  was:  To 
help  every  child  who  was  reading  below  grade  level  to  make 
a  greater  effort  to  achieve  grade  standards  through  accel- 
erated work  in  this  basic  subject.  This  meant  additional 
work  in  phonics  and  special  attention  on  the  needs  of  in- 
dividuals. What  we  endeavored  to  accomplish  was  accomp- 
lished, not  only  through  the  efforts  of  the  regular  teachers 
but  by  the  additional  services  of  the  remedial  reading 
teacher,  Mrs.  Olive  Decker.  Every  Monday,  Mrs.  Decker 
gave  twenty  of  the  fifty  pupils  enrolled  individual  assistance 
in  reading.  We  are  proud  of  the  achievement  the  boys  and 
girls  have  made  during  this  first  half  year.  Their  personal 
reading  has  been  greatly  enriched  by  our  school  library,  and 
supplemented  by  books  from  the  Bookmobile  and  fifty  books 
from  the  Shedd  Porter  Memorial  Library  of  Alstead. 

The  social  aspects  of  child  development  have  also  been 
emphasized.  On  Halloween,  a  party  was  given  for  the 
children  and  their  parents.  Prizes  were  presented  for  the 
best  costumes  and  the  most  original  jack-o-lanterns.  At 
Christmas  Time  both  the  primary  room  and  the  intermediate 
room  participated  in  the  Community  Christmas  Party  given 
at  the  Grange  Hall.  Mr.  William  Brys,  our  music  supervisor, 
directed  and  accompanied  the  group  singing  and  the  primary 
group  presented  the  "Little  Drummer  Boy."  The  younger 
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children  also  illustrated  "The  Friendly  Beasts"  on  a  shadow- 
graph. Each  room  had  its  room  party  before  vacation.  A 
special  Christmas  surprise  was  presented  to  the  boys  and 
girls  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Nash:  A  case  of  soup  and 
cookie  lolly  pops  for  every  child  in  the  school.  The  Mothers 
Club  gave  the  teachers  a  reception  September  17th  and  the 
teachers  held  Open  House  for  parents  and  friends  of  Farwell 
School,  November,  13th. 

The  physical  needs  of  the  school  children  have  not  been 
overlooked.  Everyday  hot  soup  has  been  served  by  Miss 
Duncan  in  the  school  cafeteria.  This  cafeteria  has  been  a 
special  project  of  the  Mothers  Club  of  North  Charlestown. 
The  tables  have  been  covered  with  linoleum,  and  the  edges 
secured  with  metal  stripping.  The  walls  have  been  painted  by 
Mr.  George  Sawyer  and  the  School  Board  has  purchased  an 
electric  heater.  Since  the  basement  of  the  school  has  been 
renovated,  it  is  used  not  only  for  a  cafeteria  but  for  a  rec- 
reational area  for  the  primary  children. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  local  School  Board  members  and 
the  Citizens  of  North  Charlestown  for  their  wonderful 
cooperation  which  prevails  in  this  community.  We  are  also 
grateful  to  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Noyes  Stickney,  and  our 
School  Nurse,  Miss  Florence  Maclver,  for  their  services 
and  supervision.

SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  tenth  annual  report  to  the  citizens 
of  Charlestown  I  would  like  to  summarize  a  portion  of  the 
work  carried  out  in  the  school  health  program  during  the 
1961-1962  school  year. 

Ninety-eight  students  at  the  High  School  were  given 
physical  examinations  by  Dr.  Willard,  our  school  physician. 
This  group  included  students  participating  in  the  athletic 
program. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  vision  tests  were  done. 
Of  this  number  notices  of  visual  difficulties  were  sent  to 
the  parents  of  forty-six  children.  Forty-three  of  these 
children  were  examined  by  eye  specialists  and  corrections 
or  recommendations  were  made. 
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Three  hundred  and  twenty-two  hearing  tests  were  done 
(screening).  Eleven  full  audiograms  were  made.  Two 
children  were  reported  as  having  hearing  losses  and  were 
checked  by  the  family  physician. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty-two  children  were  weighed, 
measured  and  checked  for  obvious  irregularities,  and  health 
problems.  By  far  the  greatest  problem  is  the  acute  need 
for  better  dental  health. 

Tuberculin  Patch  testing  was  done  on  three  hundred 
and  eleven  students.  This  program  is  carried  out  yearly  in 
alternate  grades  beginning  with  Grade  1.  Anyone  having  a 
positive  reaction  is  contacted  by  the  Sullivan  County  Tuber- 
culosis nurse  and  arrangements  are  made  for  a  chest  x-ray 
to  be  done.  This  past  school  year  all  findings  were  negative. 

Booster  Innoculations  of  Salk  Vaccine  were  given  to 
four  hundred  and  sixty-five  school  children. 

Immunization  Clinics  were  held  for  pre-school  children 
as  well  as  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades.  Sixty-five 
children  attended  these  clinics.  Triple  Toxoid,  Small  Pox 
Vaccinations  and  Salk  Vaccine  were  all  available. 

Nine  pupils  were  seen  through  the  various  Child  Guid- 
ance Clinics.  These  Clinics  are  in  Hanover,  Claremont  and 
Concord.  We  have  found  the  help  given  by  these  clinics  to 
be  of  great  value :  to  the  child,  the  parent  and  the  school. 

In  June  Sabin  Vaccine  was  made  available  to  pre-school 
children  in  New  Hampshire  for  the  first  time.  One  hundred 
eighty-six  children  received  the  Sabin  Vaccine  Type  1  in 
June.  This  was  followed  by  a  clinic  in  July  and  one  in  August. 

In  September,  1962  the  Sabin  Vaccine  was  made  avail- 
able to  everyone  from  infants  through  adults.  Clinics  were 
held  in  September,  October  and  November.  Four  hundred 
and  seventy  school  children  completed  the  series  of  Vaccine. 
The  Sullivan  County  Medical  Association  made  it  possible 
for  us  to  have  this  Vaccine  and  a  small  donation  was  re- 
quested. However  no  one  was  refused  the  Vaccine  for  lack 
of  donation. 

Three  of  our  school  children  received  speech  therapy 
at  the  Hitchcock  Clinic  in  Hanover.  Crippled  Children's 
Services  were  instrumental  in  making  this  therapy  available. 
There  is  a  great  need  for  more  of  this  type  of  therapy.  Un- 
fortunately the  number  of  speech  therapists  is  too  small. 
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Three  students  are  under  treatment  with  Convulsive 
Disorder  Clinics.  These  Clinics  are  available  through  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Health. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people 
of  Charlestown  for  their  help  and  cooperation  in  the  School 
Health  Program.
